Claim Objections 

2. Claims 4-8 objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim cannot depend from any other multiple dependent claim. 
See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims have not been further treated on the 
merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to 
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conform with current U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English 
from a foreign document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. The 
claim also comprises of two sentences and it appears that it is two claims that have 
combined into the same claim, additionally, a translator's note is noted in the claim with 
an asterisks. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Capelle et al (5127741) in view of Dunnington et a! (3325865). 

Capelle teaches the claimed apparatus having an extruder with an in let (3), 



outlet bore (4), jacket (2), spindle (6), plasticizing zone (13), the jacket thread and the 
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spindle thread cross section cliange linearly (A) and (B) in the zone in a complementary 
manners. See Figure Below. 




Capelle fails to teach in that the thread recess of at least one of the threads has a 
steep flank at its given inlet side and a flat flank at its outlet side, is a trapezoidal thread 
and the other thread has its outlet side a flat shaped thread flank and the spindle cross 
section at its inlet side is 10-20% and out side is been 80-90% of the free total cross 
sections. 

In regards to claim 3. this feature of the 10-20% and 80-90% of the free total 
cross sections appears to be taught at point (B). While, the drawings may not be 
considered as exact scale, the general progression of the threads cross section and 
dimensions give a general idea that the inlet to outlet cross sections changes. 

Dunnington teaches an extruder having an extruder having spindle threads (9) 
and jacket threads (1 ), the spindle threads having a steep flank at its inlet side and a flat 
flank at its outlet, the jacket thread at the outlet ends while it does not line up with the 
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spindle thread lias a flat flank at a certain point. In regards to claim 2, the general 
shape of the spindle is similar to a trapezoidal thread. It would have obvious to one 
skilled in the art that this change in shape can be used for the spindle to be a 
trapezoidal outside unexpected results. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify Capelle 
with the steep flank and flat flanks for the at least of the threads and the threads to be 
trapezoidal as taught by Dunnington because it allows for the compaction of the 
polymer particles together (Col. 3, lines 36-56) thereby improving the resin.
